It is all routine work, excepting there may be questions

"I consider 
the completion of my term as Governor

cedent of filling Federal offices in this Territory with local men. S 
"It is a good thing to get these appointments 
out of main- - 9 
land politics. 
They ought not to be there. 
There is no reason

why the patronage for this Territory should be in the hands of 2 
the California 
Senators. 
This Territory has nothing whatever, 
politically, 
to do with California." 
Governor 
Dole, in the informal 
interview, 
evinced a sense 
of gratification 
at the proffer to him of the Federal judgeship 
.almost on the eve of his retirement from the Governorship. 
the hands 
of 
President 
Roosevelt, 
he 'expressed 
His 'pleasure 
ht having 
as- 
surances 
that his acceptance 
of a high 
judicial 
position 
once 
more had the approbation 
of business 
men and the community 
at large. 


WHAT 
CARTER 
SAYS. 


Secretary George 
R. Carter was met by appointment 
last 
night and asked for a statement of the actual position of affairs 
with regard to the offices of Governor 
and United States Judge. 
He did not have the documents 
with him, but gave a resume of 
the telegraphic correspondence 
between 
Washington and Hono- 
lulu. 
W. O. Smith 
received 
the first message, 
which was to the 
effect 
that President 
Roosevelt 
was 
agreeable 
to appointing 
Governor 
Dole 
to the judgeship and Secretary Carter 
to the 
Governorship 
provided 
that Messrs. 
Dole and Carter 
sent 
on 
word that they would accept 
the1 respective 
positions. 
Mr. Carter, 
finding that many of his friends 
were rallying 
around him, 
concluded 
to place himself 
in the hands 
of the 
President if Governor Dole decided to accept the proposed change. 
He was 
gratified 
with 
the support, not only of the Planters' 
Association 
and business 
men, but leaders 
of the Republican 
party and even prominent 
members of the Home 
Rule party. 
Yesterday morning Mr. Carter 
received a personal 
cable-gra- 
m 
from President Roosevelt, 
asking him if he thought the 
change would be advisable and if he would accept the Governor- 
ship. 
After waiting some time 
for Governor 
Dole's 
decision, 
Mr. Carter wired back that he thought Governor 
Dole would 
make a most suitable Judge, and that his appointment 
as such 
would be in the best and highest 
interests of the whole 
com- 
munity here. 
Mr. Carter here interpolated 
remarks 
to the effect that he 
felt this community 
owed Mr. Dole a debt of gratitude and that 
this 
proposed 
appointment 
would 
round 
out his career in a 
splendid 
way. 
Returning to his reply to the President, Mr. Carter said he 
informed 
him that, so far as he was concerned, 
the President 
knew .that 
he could 
command 
whatever abilities 
Mr. 
Carter 
might possess 
in any honorable 
way. 
So far as his general 
ideas went, 
Mr. Carter went on to 
say to the reporter, one of the efforts of his administration as 
Governor, if ultimately 
appointed, 
would be to bring the 
Hawaii-an- s 
closer 
in touch 
with the executive 
branch of the Territory 
of Hawaii, and he hoped they would 
give him an opportunity 
to work with them and for them to that end. 
And in return he 
hoped that they would not work against him hut with him. 
Mr. Carter did not anticipate 
any political opposition 
to the 
arrangement on the mainland. 
Mr. Dole's attitude in the Spanish 
War, when he held out against powerful 
influences on behalf of 
neutrality for the Republic of Hawaii and then made a proclam- 
ation t all the world 
that these 
islands 
would 
not 
1"--- neutral 
ground birt at the disposal of the forces of the. United States, 
endeared 
him to the American 
people. 
Ever since he met President Roosevelt 
the first time, Mr. 
Carter declared he had entertained a feeling of exceeding 
loyalty 
to him. 
lie felt that the President had treated him in a most 
exceptional 
way. 
He had shown 
him every courtesy, never 
re- 
fusing any reasonable 
request, 
and he felt that it would 'be a 
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thing possible 
to meet 
the 
l'rcsiuents 
wishes. 
It I'rcsiucnt 
Roosevelt had preferred that he should keep out of office and help 
him on the outside, 
Mr. Carter said he would have been perfect- 
ly satisfied. 
h 
the 
course 
of conversation 
Mr. 
Carter disposed 
of a 
prevalent 
myth 
regarding his 
first 
acquaintanceship 
with 
the 
President. 
This was not, as was widely 
published, 
at any 
contest in athletics or when the two were at college! 
It was when 
Mr. Carter went 
to Washington 
in response 
to 
a letter from the President asking his advice about Hawaiian 
affairs soon after Mr. Roosevelt 
came to the presidency. 
An interesting reminiscence 
in conjunction 
with the present 
situation 
was 
related 
by 
Mr. Carter. 
When he was leaving 
Honolulu 
in 1889 with the idea of never returning, Mr. Dole, then 
a Judge, said to him at the wharf: 
"George, 
my boy, some day you will be glad to come back 
to Hawaii." 
Mr. Carter says he came back in October, 
1895, and after 
being here a year he wondered 
why 
in the, name of common, 
sense he had stayed awav so long as he had. 
In answer to a question 
as to his own successor 
as Secre- 
tary of the Territory, 
Mr. Carter said that positively nothing 
was known of that matter. 
There would probably 
not be any- 
thing done 
about 
the 
Secretaryship 
before 
the extra 
session 
of Congress 
when 
the matter of the other 
offices 
would 
be 
decided. 
He was not aware of there being any applications 
for 
the office of Secretary.

Colonel Griffith J. Griffith, tlic millionaire mining man, was accused 
by his wife of having deliberately shot her while the two were in their 
apartments at Hotel 
Arcadia, Santa Monica. 
She claimed that he had 
acted for years, during their long residence 
in Los Angeles, 
as though 
he i'as afraid of being 
poisoned and that just before he shot her he 
made her swear that she had no designs 
ujion his life. 
She declared 
that he had asked her several other questions 
and 
then 
levelled .his 
revolver at her and fired, putting out one of her eyes. 
Mrs. Griffiths 
then leaped 
from the hotel window 
and received frightful injuries. 
Griffith 
has been one of the best known 
figures 
in Los Angeles 
business circles. 
He had resided there for something like 
twenty-year- s, 
having for most of that time owned the Los Feliz ranch, adjoining the 
city on the northwest. 
Some years ago he presented 
the city a magni- 
ficent domain carved 
from the Los Feliz 
ranch 
for a city park. 
The 
gift contained 
about 2,000 acres, making the park one of the largest 
in the 
world. 
About ten years ago Griffith married the eldest daughter of Louis 
Mcsnier, 
who had accumulated 
a large fortune in the early 
days of 
Los Angeles 
as a hotel proprietor. 
From her father Griffith's 
bride 
received a comfortable 
fortune, 
which was augmented 
about the time 
of her marriage by an inheritance 
of several hundred thousand 
dollars 
from a Mr. Briswalter, who, in his old age, had been ill and cared for 
by Miss Mcsmcr. 
Touched 
by her tender care he made her his prin- 
cipal heir. 
Griffith 
has been known 
as a public 
spirited 
man and one who 
always gave generously 
whenever matters touching 
the welfare of Los 
Angeles 
required 
it.

estimate of value on the property 
tax- 
ed. 
Neither method 
Is agreeable. 
One 
necessnry. 
As between 
the two the 
general 
feeling 
Is that a low rate nnd 
iiikii 
viuutiiiuii 
in uy iiu 
nit: inuii 
tiu- - 
vantngeous 
to the public 
Interests. 
Under these clrcumstnnees, 
it is 
un- 
fair and 
nbsurd 
to withhold 
support 
from an officer who has proved himself, 
honest 
nnd 
eniclent, 
simply 
because 
the necessities 
of the 
situation 
com- 
pel a high valuation 
for 
which 
the 
condition 
of affairs, 
and 
not the 
as- 
sessor

The United States 
Is the greatest homo rule

In respect to qualincntlons 
and conditions

elective 
franchise 
the 
Organic 
Act 
comprehensively 
declared 
nil 
cltlzcnB 
of 
the 
Ha- 
waiian 
Republic 
nnd 
nil 
resident 
cltbens 
of the United 
States, 
on 
or 
nfter 
August 
12, 
1898, 
and 
nil 
other 
American 
citizens

reside here for one year,

llbernl nnd unusual provisions

It is Sold. 


"There 
is no statute 
in this Terri- 
tory authorizing a mortgagor or other 
party in interest to redeem mortgaged 
property after foreclosure 
sale. 
"A Judgment creditor of the mort- 
gagor has no right 
to 
redeem 
th3 
mortgaged 
property after sale under 
foreclosure 
In the absence of a statute 
expressly 
conferring that right." 
The 
foregoing 
Is 
the syllabus 
of a 
unanimous decision 
of the 
Supremo 
Court 
In the suit of Aseu 
Brown 
vs. 
Huttle Bannister and Andrew 
Bannis- 
ter, 
her 
husband, 
nnd 
A. 
Wiggins. 
Justice 
Galbralth 
is writer 
of 
the 
opinion, 
which 
nfllrms 
a 
decree 
of 
Judge Gear sustaining a demurrer nrd 
dismissing 
a bill to redeem 
property 
sow under foreclosure 
of mortgage, 
While under mortgage the premises 
of Andrew Bannister were adverthei 
to be sold on April 
4, 
1902, under an 
execution 
on a Judgment 
in favor 
of 
Aseu Brown, plaintiff 
in this case, but 
on March 
10, 
1902, 
the property whs 
sold under foreclosure 
of a mortgage 
executed 
In 
1898. 
Hattle 
Bannister 
was the purchaser for 
$710. 
AVIgglns 
was a subsequent 
mortgagee 
of the 
premises. 
On 
March 
19, 
1902, 
the 
plaintiff 
tendered 
to Hattle Bannlstar 
the 
amount 
of 
the purchase 
money 
and expenses, 
and demanded 
a con 
veyance 
to herself, 
the plaintiff.

Aseu 
Brown 
brought a bill In equity 
for an ordei 
compelling a conveyance 
of the prem- 
ises to her on the payment of the pur- 
chase 
price and the necessary 
expen- 
ses. 
A demurrer to the bill was 
sus- 
tained 
on 
the 
ground 
that 
tho 
bill 
failed 
to state a cause of action. 
The court finds that, assuming the 
plaintiff 
by the execution 
obtained 
a 
valid 
lien on Andrew 
Bannister's 
In- 
terest in the property, 
"this Interest 
at that time was no more than an equi- 
ty of redemption 
nnd by the sale under 
the power In the mortgage this Interest 
was foreclosured, 
cut off and termina- 
ted. 
Andrew 
Bannister, the

hnd no right to redeem the prop- 
erty after the sale and certainly his 
ci editor, 
the plaintiff, 
had no greater 
right In It than he had.
